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On THE TWENTIETH OF SEPTEMBER, 1797, 
the Combined and Emigrant Forces, under the 
command of the renowned Duxe or Bruns- 
wick, attacked the Nationat ARMY oF 
FrencH REBELs, in the plain of CHALoNs; 
and after a conflit of twelve hours. entirely 
routed them. ‘There-were ninety thoufand French 
left. dead upon the field, and the remainder 
laid down their arms. The Combined Arnties 
chad. only. fourteen killed and - thirty -feven 
wounded. 

The three rebel French Generals, DumMov- 
RIER, KELLERMAN, and BouRNONVIELE, were 
smmediately chained together, and carried in the- 
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year of the army'isi a cart ;---a very proper con-~ 
veyance for fuch mifcreants. 

Every third man of the French prifoners was 
put to death, by order of the Kine of Prussia, 
who, in «his great. mercy and humanity, was 
willing to fpare even two thirds of thefe abomi- 
nable reptiles, although they had confpired againft 
the facred liberty and fafety of His Moft Curis- 
TIAN Majesty, THE BEST OF Kines! 

The, Combined forces amounted to no more 
than feventy thoufand effective men, of which thirty — 
thoufand were cavalry. ..The.Rebel. army con- 
fifled of nearly two hundred thoufand men, with 
the addition of fifty thoufand cavalry ;---but 
thefe, on the appearance of the Royal, Impe- 
tial, and Emigrant-Forces, 


«¢ Like a dew-drop on the lion’s,mane, 
t¢ ‘Were fhook to air.” 


No fooner. was the Rebel.army difcomfited, than 
the Duxe oF Brunswick: proceeded to CHa- 
LONS, RueEIMsS, and Sorsons; all which cities 
-he--immediately reduced. to afhes, on account 
of their rebellious. inhabitants; men, women, and 
children, were very properly put to the fword, 
and one hundred and forty Patriots broke upon 
the wheel. . Wabi ) 
After,a. few days employed: in this honourable 
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and neceffary vengeance, the Magnanimous Kine 
oF Prussra, the I/lufrious Duke or Bruns- 
wick, the Immortal Conve, the Gallant Artors, 
the Invincible BourBon, and the Sapient. Mon- 
S1EUR, led on their victorious troops to the gates 
of Paris. Here araw army of undifciplined 
Sans Culottes made a thew of refiftance ; but their 
defeat was fudden and complete, for one hundred 
and twenty thoufand of thefe prefumptuous 
wretches were left dead under the walls of Paris, 


being duly immolated at the fhrine of infulted 


Royalty. The heroic band of Iluftrious and Mag- 
nanimous Commanders, each himfelf a hoft, took 
poffeffion of the ancient city of Paris, amidft 
the unbounded acclamations of a loyal popu- 
lace, and in the name of His Moft Chriftian 
Majelty Louts XVI, his Holinefs the Pope, 
and the Bleffed Trinity. 

The long-deladed and miftaken people hailed. 
on every fide their true liberators, and wept their 
paft offences with bitter anguifh and remorfe. 


To punifh, however, in a fmall degree, their | 


numerous outrages and horrible mifdeeds, THE 
Duxe oF Brunswick wifely permitted his 
troops to enjoy athree days pillage, after which 
a fteady police was reftored, and the ancient 
wholefome laws of the realm were forcibly efta- 


blithed. 
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' A body of ten thoufand Prussians inftantly 
furrounded the hall of thofe execrable traitors 
who formed what was called roe NaTIonaL 
Convention; and having feized three hundred 
of the moft notorious, the remainder were put 
to the fword. 

The King of Pruffia, the Duke of Brunfwick, 
and the late Emigrant Princes, followed by the 
flower of the army, now approached the temple,

Lovis THe S1xTEENTH now appeared, and 
‘with that frank firmnefs and candour for which 
he 
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he is fo remarkable, welcomed his royal and 
noble friends; then emptying two bottles. of 











the richeft burgundy into a golden cup, he drank 
them off at a draught, in token of his joy; and 
exclaimed, as he put the goblet to his majeftic 
lips--- 

Dizv Et mon Droit. 
He then embraced, with the warmeft emotion 
of regard, the King of Pruffia, the Duke of 
Brunfwick, and his dear relatives of the Blood 
Royal; after which, turning towards 4zs people, 
with a {mile of ineffable sie ig and mercy, 
he thus expreffed himfelf :- 


«¢ Eparenez mon Peuple, 
¢* Mon Peuple eft toujours bon.”’ 


The Prince of Condé melted into tears; the 
Count d’Artois could not fpeak for fenfibility ; 
and Monfieur fell into a fit of ecftafy. 

The future pride of France, the beauteous 
and illuftrious Dauphin, was now brought forth, 
and, with a winning infantine fimplicity, returned 
thanks to the protectors of his royal parents; he 
then, with the undaunted fpirit of a Bourbon, 
cried out--- 3

Tue Princess Royave and Mapas Exr- 
ZABETH, with irrefiftible grace and condefcen- 
fion, added their teftimony of gratitude to the 
brave benefactors of the human race, who had 
at length confirmed the real liberties of France. 
The people threw themfelves upon their knees 
before their beneficent and much-injured Mo- 
narch, and rent the air with repeated cries of---

Six magnificent flate-coaches, with eigh 
horfes to each, conveyed the King and Royal 
Family to the palace of Verfailles, preceded by 
a party of Pruffian huffars, and followed by an 
immenfe body of Auftrian cavalry. pe 

In the evening the whole city was illumi- 
nated, and its too-long deluded inhabitants re- 
turned -to their duty, with every expreffion of 
mirth, loyalty, and unfeigned delight. 

The next morning the good Louis prefented- 
the Combined Armies with a munificent dona- 
tion of thirty millions of livres, to be divided 
amongft them in equal proportions, He gave 
alfoto the officers an equal fum, in token of his 
affection and efteem. 

Thirty officers of the Combined Armies were 
honoured with the blue riband of St. Efprit, 
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and upwards of two thoufand were created 
Knights of St. Louis. 

In the evening there was a {plendid ball at 
Court, which was opened by Madame de Polig- 

nac, (who came with the late Emigrants) and the 
Coynt d’Artois. The gardens of Verfailles 
were brilliantly illuminated, and tranfparent 
paintings were exhibited in various parts, alle- 
gorical of the regeneration of France. 








On the following day there was a magnificent 
proceffion of the Court to the ruins of the 
Baftille, when the benign Monarch laid with his 
own hand the firft ftone of a fimilar edifice to 
be there built. The people rent the air with 
their acclamations. 

The King of Pruffia and the Duke of Brunf- 
wick dined with the Count d’Artois at his ele- 
gant villa, called La Bagatelle, in the Bois de 
Bologne: afterwards they went to Verfailles, 
where they amufed themfelves with hazard till 
alate hour. The Count d’Artois loft a million 
to the King of Pruffia, to whom he faid fpor-- 
tively, -‘* Sire, you muft always win, for you have 
‘¢ won usa kingdom.” Such is the greatnefs 
of foul in a Prince of the Houfe of Bourbon. 

At half paft twelve at night * his Serene High- 
nefs the Duke of Orleans died of an inflamma- 
tion in his bowels, which baffled the fkill of all

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. the court-phyficians. The mourning, however, 


was ordered not to commence till the feltivities 
were Over. 

On the enfuing morning, at half paft eleven,

One hundred members of the National Con- 
vention were burnt alive, and fix thoufand rebels 
were hanged, fo that tranquillity will foon be per- 
fectly reftored to this long-diftracted country. 

The two fifters Ferning, who acted as volun- 
teers in the rebel army,’ were torn to pieces by 
wild horfes. An excellent example. 

His moft Chriftian Majefty has been pleafed

This day will be ever memorable in the an- 
nals of France; for on this day the fublime, 
loyal, enlightened, and truly right honourable 
Edmund Burke, the champion of royalty, was 
publicly prefented to the King, Queen, and all 
the royal family, at Verfailles ;. but the impor- 
tance of the introduction requires a full ftate- 
ment of every particular. 
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At feven o’clock in the morning all the bells

At eight o’clock precifely 
the proceffion commenced, which accompanied 
this exalted character to Verfailles, the whole 
road being lined by Pruffian and Auftrian troops 
under arms, to do him honour. - EArt GowER, 
the Enelifh Ambaffador Extraordinary, with his 
charming confort the Countefs of Sutherland, 
led the van in a moft fplendid chariot, drawn 
by fix Englith horfes, richly caparifoned. Then 
followed eight coaches and four, containing 
Britifh nobility of both fexes. Amongft thefe 
were, Earl Fitzwilliam, Duchefs of Gordon, Sir 
James Sinclair Erfkine, the Earl of Bute, the 
Reverend Mr. Dutens, the Duke of Northnm- 
berland, . Earl and  Countefs Cholmondeley, 
Efquire Baker, of Hertfordthire, Colonel Fitz- 
patrick, E{quire James Hare, Colonel Tarleton, 
the Marquis and Marchionefs of Salifbury, the 
Duke of Bedford, Lord William Ruffel, Lord 
Kinnaird, Mifs Bell Pigott, and Madame 
Schwellenbergen. At equal diftances on each 
fide the road were the bodies of fome of the 
moft notorious rebels hanging in chains, which 
finely contrafted with the gay magnificence of 
the {cene.
